His pexceable Father now well rickenin years, andweary of 
the world, celivered up his Kingdom to this his Son (not yer paſt 
fifteen years old ) joyning unto him two of his moſt faichful 
Counce!llors, Odmar and Aly, to aflilt im in the government of 
his State, Whom Tamerlaze dearly loved whillt they lived, and 
ch honoured the remembrance of them being dead, | 
The firſt proof of T amerlaves Fortune and Valour, was againft 
the great Duke of /o(co, or Emperour of Ruſſia, for ſpoyling of a 
City which had purtir ſelf under his prote&ion, and for entring 
his Country,and proclaiming war againſt him:Whom he in a greac 

| battel overthrew, having ſlain twenty ſeven thouſand of the Aſu/- 
covites foormen, and between fifteen and fixteen thouſand horſe- 
men, with the loſs of ſcarce eight thouſand horſemen, and four 
thouſand footmen of his own. After which barrel Tamerlane 
beholding ſa many thouſands of men lying dead upon the ground, 
was ſo far from rejoycing therear, that curning himſelf ro one of 
his familiar Friends, he lamented the condition of ſuch as com- 
mand over great Armies, commending his Fathers. quiet courſe 
of life, accounting him happy in ſeeking for reſt, and ſuch moſt 
unhappy, which by the deftruion of their own kind, ſought 
co procure their own glory, proteſting himſelf even from his 
heart to be grieved to ſee ſuch ſad tokens of his ViRtory, Alha- 
cenin his erabick Hiſtory of T amerlane, makes this Narrative of 
The XMunſcovite (ſaich he ) hada great Army, which 


the Muſcovites he had gathered together out of ſundry Nations : and T amerlave 


' Intending not co punt up ſuch wrongs and indignities, aſſembled 
all his Forces, and thoſe of his Allies, The aſcovites forces were 
ſuch as had been well crained up in the wats ; For having lately 
concluded a peace with the King of Poland, he had from thence 
ten thouſand very good horſemen : There were alſo with him ma- 
ny Hungarian Gentlemen, under the conduRt of one #lad:[lars, 
who brought wich him more thaneight thouſand horſe ; ſo that he 
kad in tits Army above cighty thouſand horſe, and one __—

| thouſand | foormen.T awerlane had 1n his Army about one hundred 
| and twenty thouſand horſe, and one hundred and fifty thouſand 


foot, but not ſo good ſouldiers as the 2ſuſcovites ; for-his SubjeRs 
had been long trained up in peace uncer .his peaceable Father ; 


and though they had been ſomerimes exerciſed, yer they wanted 
the praQtical part of war, 


T amerlanes order in his march was this,He cauſed all his Army 
co be divided into ſquadrons, each conſiſting of fix thouſand horſe, 


ſave his own, Which conſiſted of ten thouſand ; ſo that he made. 


eighteen ſquadrons belides his own. The Avantguard was condu- 
Qed byOdmar,who led eight ſquadrons which were flanked by for- 
ty thouſand footmen,divided on the right and left fides,who ſhot 
an infinite number of Arrows. The battel was conducted by Ta- 
m»erlane, who,with his own, led ten ſquadrons, and fifty thouſand 
footmen,rhe beſt and choicelt ſouldiers of his whole Army. The 


Prince of Thanazs, his kinſman, led the Arereward with fx ſqua- 


drons of horſe,and forty thouſand foot; his forlorn Hope confilted 


of ſome three thouſand horſe, adventurers. The Muſcovites fought 


by double Ranks wich Lances, and they ſeemed to be a greater, 
number than Tamerlanes, making a great noiſe : but T amerlaxes 
$kill and multitude at length overcame the force and valour of the 
Maſcovites, the victory bending to the Parthians fide, which they 
purſued hotly. In this battel 7.amer lane was hurt on the fide of the 
lefr eye,and had two horſes ſlain under him - and indeed that day 
Odmar was the ſafeguard of che Prince, bur he loſt Aly, who was

thanks to God publickly for his viRtory, and the next day review- 
ing his Army, he found that he had loſt between ſeven and eight 
thouſand horſemen,and between three and four thouſand footmen.

The Prince {lacked no time after ſo great a viRory, bur march- 
ing on, cameinto the borders of the Menſcevites, whom heenfor- 
ced to this agreement.

Duke mo defray all the charges of the wars,amounting co three 
uſandDuckats:That he ſhould withdraw his Army,and 
ſend back all the Priſoners ; and that for the performance here-

- Shortly after, the great Cham of Tartary ( his Fathers brother? 
being grown 01d, and our of hope of hzving any more children; 
moved with the Fame of 'his Nephew afcef this vi&tory, ſenc him 
divers preſents ; and withal, offerirg-hitm his only \rendy: in 
marciage,ſent him word that be Woald proclaim him Heir apparenc 


to'bis Empite, as-indeed in tight he was, being his Brothers Sor, 


and the Davghcers not uſing to ſucceed in thoſe Empires + Which 
ſo great an offer T amerlane gladly accep:ed, andiſo the marriag! 
was afterwards with great triumph art the old Poperouts "Cont 
ſolemnized,and conſummated,and our Tamerlane according to his 
Lnctes promiſe, and his own right was-proclaimed Heir apparenc 
of that greac Empire. (TR NOR gg AT hoes 
Thas was T amer lave made great,being ever after chis matriage, 
by the old Empetour his Uncle and now his Father in Law,ſo love 
as he lived, notably ſupported, and afrer his death he ſucceeced 
him in that ſo val, and mighty an Empire. Before his marriage 


'Tamerlave would needs be- crowned, tor the intent that none 
| i Prudence, '{hould think thatthe Crown came to him by the righc of his wife, 


buc by his own right; and during bis abode 1n the City of Quav;- 
cat,Where the old Emperour was, he was entertained with all kind 
of triumphs,wherein he alwaies carried away the Bell, whether in 
ſhooting in the bowin changing of horſes in the middeftof their 
courſes,in Tilrings, andin all other exerciſes which required agili- 
ty or ſtrength 3 -and ſo after two months he recurned with his wife 
to Samercard ; in which City he delighted exceedingly toremain, 
becauſe the ſituation thereof was fair, and being watered with 
a great River, was a place of great Traffick, whereby it was made 
richer than-any other in that Country - And whenſoever he recei- 
ved intelligence from the Emperour his Uncle, he flill imparted 
the ſame to Odmar,whom he uſed as his right hand in all hisgreac 
fairs: There was alſo in his Court a Chriſtian whom he loved 
much,and every one greatly reſpeed,called 4xatlaa Genovor by 
birth,” brought up from his youth abouthis perſon, for he coun- 
renanced all that worſhipped oneonly God that was the Creator 
of all things. And about this time the old Emperour ſent to bin 
ro ſtir him up to- war againſt che great King of Chiza,. who ſtiled 
himſelf, Lord-of' the World, ang Son of the Sun; who. had exceeded

no ſmall enterpriſe,and therefore before he would begin the ſame, 
he ſear Ambaſſadours to the King of Chiza to demand reftitution 
of his Lands, and the paſſages of a River called 7 achiz,which were His Juſtice, 
within the Tartarian Border, and on this (ide that fiupendieus 
wall builded on purpoſe by the Kings of (hivafor the defence of 
their Country againlt the incurffons of the Tartars : and whilft'he . * 
attended for the return of his Ambaſſadors, expeRing a Negative, His preparati-. i 
 anſver, he cauſed his forces to be aflembled cogetherfrom all \-* DONG ! 
parts, appointing their rendezvous to be in the Horda of Baſchir : as: 
The old Emperour alſo aſſembled for his aid, two hundred thou- 
ſand fighting men, wherein were all the brave men. of- his Coure 
that. were accuſtomed to the wars : For this Emperour hadgreatly 
 encreaſed his limits,and conquered a great Country, ſo as all theſe 
men were well trained up in- the wats, and had been accuſtomed 
_ fo travel and pains; Theſe were to joyn with Tamerlenes Army 
inthe Deſerts of Erg;wal at a certain day, In themean time the:

. The Prince having performed this duty, returned to Samercand, i 
where the Empreſs his wife remained, whom he took. along with: .

Affairs, who alſo had had the charge of our Pringein bis pouthe | 
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Theſe chings being diſpatched, he marched forwards 1n the 
middeft of his Army, which confilted of fifty thouſand horſe, 
and a hundred thouſand footmen, relying principally on rhe For- 


' ces of thegreat Cham his Uncle : yer he left order that the reſt of 


his Forces ſhould be ready to advance upon the firſt command, as 
ſoon as he ſhould be joyned with his Uncles Army. In his march. 
he was ſtayed by the way in regard of ſome diftemper of his body, 
contraſted by reaſon of his change of the aire, yet the Forces 
which Catzles,Captain of the Army of the great Cham conducted, 
went daily forwards, Now the news of his diſtemperature was 
bruted abroad in all places, yet did he not negle&t to ſend co the 
great Chays, and often to advertiſe him of the ate of his health, 
to the end that the ſame (ſhould not cauſe any alteration which 
might ariſein that great Empire whereunto he was lately advan- 
ced : For he was very ſuſpicious of a greit Lord, named Calyx, 
who was diſcontented with his advancement, and had not yet ac- 
knowledged him,as all other his ſubje&s had : and indeed ir was 
not without cauſe that he ſuſpe&ed him, for Cal;x being inform- 
ed that the forces of the great Cham were advanced beyond che 
mountains, having paſſed the River of Meas, and were encam- 
ped at Boyprow, and that Tamerlane was ſick, he thought it a fir: 
time for his enterprize,and thereupon aſſembling the greateſt pare: 
of his moſt faichful followers,he rold them that now was the time 
for them co ſhake off the yoak of the Partbia4s, who otherwiſe 
would enflave them ; and ſeeing that now their Prince was ſo bad- 
ly minded as co tranſlate the” Empire to'Tamerlane of his own 
mind, withour calling them to Council which hadhntereſt in the 
election,that this was the only means to aflure their liberty, which 


otherwiſe was like to be loſt: He cauſed alſo a rumour'to be ſpread, 
' that Tamerlant was very fick,the Emperour old-and Ctazy,and thar 


his forces were far ſeparated from him ; yer like cunning Tray- 
tors,they diſpacched away a meſſenger to the great Chamtoaflure 
him that they bended not their forces againſt him, bur were his 
faithful and obedient Subje&s 3 and they only armed themſelves 
becauſe'they would not be governed by the Parthiavs, their anci- 
ent enemies,” |

T amerlane in his March went to Camdy, and from thence to

Army towards Cambals, which cauſedthe inhabjcanis , to their 
great terrour, to: think' that all | his forces were already on their

He drew out of Cambals fifty 
thouſand men, whereof twenty thouſand were Citizens , the 
other thirty thouſand were the Garriſon-Souldie:s,placed there by 
the o!d Emperour, Cal/zx having corrupted their Leaders, and ſo 
procured them to joyn with him in this revolc. In ſhort, having 
aſſenbled all his forces,” his Army conlifled of fourſcore thouſand 
horſe, and one hundred thouſand footmen, -which he gathered

his reputation h1d not ſo far exceeded. nity 


The Armies began to be in view one of another about eight a 
clock in the morning, and many skirmithes began berwixt them 
before they .came to the main, Battel, The place wherein they 
mec at that time, was 2 great Plain, with ke adyantage on ei- 
ther part. Odmar led the Avanguard, wherein were fourty thou- 
ſand horſe, and eighty thouſand foot, which he divided into three 
ſquadrons ; the firſt whereof he ſenc before him to begin che Bat- 
tel. Tamerlane marched inthe ſame order, but his ſquadrons were 
much ſtronger. The foormen of both-made the right and lefc 
Wings.” Tamerlaxe had drawn out [1x thouland Parthian horſemen, 
and two thouſand T artarias for his Areareguard, Which he com- 
mitted to hisFairhful ſervant Axalle ; a man of great judgment,

formed of the Emperours clemency, they changed their purpoſe ; i 
Yer as the Army daily approzched neater,their fears encreaſed,but _, 1 .:1Þ 
T amerlave was daily informed by his: Friends in the City, that qea ro He 
the inhabitants reſolved to obey the Conqueror ; 'and therefore 
leaving his Army at Goxſa, he only ſent thirty thouſand'to the 
City, which was the 'ordinary Garriſon, and within two hours 
afcer, entred the City himſelf, where he. was received with great 
magnificence :: yet would he\nor pronounce their pardon, butre- 
ferred all to the old Emperor,ind to the ordinary courſe of Juſtice: 
For which end he ſent one of his Favourites to the old Eimpetour, 
to certifie him of his Victory, of the deathof Calx, and that the 
chief of his FaEtion :remained: priſoners with him; as alſo to 
know What, Juſtice: he would appoint ro' be inflicted upon: thoſe 
Citizens which were the authors of the revolt of this City, *and ſo 
afcer eight dates he departed, and not: many daies after, he had is depart 
incelligence that the great Cham, his Uncle, had cauſed juſtice fromCamba 
ro be done on the chief movers of Sedition in Cambaly, ſo mu His policy.

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che people complained of che old Emperors cruelty, but com- 
mended the mercy of T amerlane. 

When he came back to his Army, he was received of all his 
ſouldiers with loud acclamations, calling him, oft Great Empe- 
ror, and moſt Vidoriow. Amongſt his Captains he diſcourſed of 
the bezuty and greatneſs of the City of Cambals ; and afterwards 
asked Odmars adviſe whether it were not beſt for him to viſit 


Odmars good the old Emperour, and with his Empereſs to ſpend the Winter 


with him at Buinſay ? Odmar,cemembring the honour which he 
had received there,eafily perceived his inclination to that journie, 
yet by all means difſwaded him from it : To which T amerlane an- 
ſ{wered, thit he had alwaies found his fidelity and love to him, 
which he vvas ſorry that he could not recompence to the full ; 
But ( ſaith be ) vvhereas I had thought to give my ſelf ſome eaſe : 
' Iperceivethar in Read of the delicacies, and pleaſures of Qninſay, 
I muſt make the deſarts of C:pribie my reſting place after my tra- 
| vels in this nevv victory : yet a rumor being ſpred that the Prince 
intended to viſit the Emperor, every man began to deſireto re- 
turn into his ovvn Countrey, hoping to enjoy the ſvveerneſs of his 
native ſoil : vvhich Tamerlanebeing informed of, calling his Army * 
to a Rendevouz, he thus ſpake unto theny, © We have ( my faith- 
© ful ſouldters)begun an enterpriſe againſt the King of Chma,vvho 
&« hath of late repulſed even beyond the mountains, the Tartarias 
«name, but vvere hindred to our great grief by the fooliſh raſh-

« cure, and look not for us at this ſeaſon of the year, and know

Having thus ſpoken, his ſouldiers all cried, One God in Heaven,

The Prince after this,remained there eight daies longer,ſending 
back Zamai with twenty five thouſand horſe, and fifty thouſand 
foot to Sachethay, for the ſafery of his eſtare in thoſe parts : and 


ſo after ſolemn and publick prayers , the Army began to march Nis Picty. , 


forwards : He forgat not likewiſe to diſpatch away a Meſlenger 

to the Great Cham, to acquaint him with all his purpoſes, which 

he approved very well of:By the ſame Meſſenger he alſo beſeeched 

him 1n che Spring to ſend him fifry chouſand men to recruit his 

Army, and ſome moneys for the payment of his ſouldiers, which 

alſo he granted ; ſending alſo good (tore of warlike munition , 

and plenty of vituals, knowing how much the ſucceſs of the war 
would advance the T artaras greatneſs and profit. . 

The Army being upon their Match, 1n thirty eight daies came 
eo C:priber,yet met wich many inconveniencies by the way.

ing new favours upon him, he was conduRted back by the Prince 
of T hanais With all the honour thai might be.

adyantagecither to the one or to other only T amerlaxe had a River 
on the left fide of his Army, ſerving him ro ſome ſmall advantage. 
Now this young Prince of Crarchan,with his forty thouſand horſe, 
was in the firſt encounter almoſt wholly overthrown ; yet havin 
fought right valiantly, and entred even into the midſt of the Ja- 
nizartes { where the perſon of Bajazet was) putting them into dif. 
order, he was himſelf there ſlain. About which time Axalla ſet 
upon them with his ſquadrons, but nor with the like danger: fot 
having overthrown one of the enemies wings, and cut itall to 
pieces, and his foormen coming to joyn with him, as was appoint- 
ed, he faced the Battalion of the Janizaries, who right valiantly 
behaved themſelves for the ſafety of their Prince. This furious 
fight continued an hour, and yer you could not have ſeen any ſcat»

Tamerlan had patience all this while to ſee theevent of this ſo 
morcal a fight: bur perceiving his men ar laſt to begin to give 
ground, he ſett ten thouſand of his horſe to joyn with the cen 
thouſand appointed for the Rereward, commanding them to affilt 
him when they ſaw that he had need, and ſo himſelf gave a furious 
Charge,and made them to give him room,cauling the foormen al- 
ſo to charge, over whom the Prince of Thames corimanded, who 
gave a gallant charge upon the Battalion of Janizaries,” wherein 
was yer the perſon of Bajazet,who before nad ſuſtained a great bur- 
den. NowBajazet had in his Army a great yumber of Metcinary 
T artars, Called Defteuſes, With many thonſands of other ſouldiers 
taken up in the Countries of the poor exiled Mahometan Princes, 
in whoſe juſt quarrel, and the Greek Emperors, T amerlane had 
chiefly undertaken that war. Theſe T artarians 2nd othet ſouldiers, 
ſeeing, ſometheir friends,and other ſome theif natural and loving 
Princes in T amerlanes Army,firicken with the terrour of diſloyal- 
ty,and abhorring the cruelty of the proudTyrant,in the heat of the 
battel, revolted from Bajazer to their own Princes, which much

wich his Horſemen, (who only werein order) and ſome few foot 
hardly drawn from the City, which their fellows were in plunder- 
ing, T amerlaxe promiſing them both co regard, and reward their 
good ſervice.
